Court Cases Double 
Five Years Ago 


The rapid growth of the/ county 
which is reflected in a great many 
ways, is also shown in the number 
of cases which are handled through 
criminal court at the county seat, 

In a survey of records compilled 
by J. Louie Carter, clerk of the 
criminal court, the first six months 
this year show that a total of 
1,269 defendants were filed on and 
that a total of 1,377 crimes were 
listed, 

Carter said the differences be- 
tween the defendants and the num- 
ber of charges was brought about 
by one person having more than 
one charge placed against him 
such as in traffic cases when a 
single motorist might be charged 
with three different counts. 

Speaking of traffic cases, Carter 
said that an ever growing num- 
ber are shsowing up in criminal 
court with a total of 715 listed for 
the first six months this year. 

By comparison the first six 
months last year saw 99 defend- 
ants charged with 1127 counts. 

The total cases through June 
this year, Carter said, more than 
doubles the court actions for five 
years ago when, 623 defendants 
were charged with 660 counts. 

Going back to 1935, the first 
year the monthly record was kept, 
Carter said that in that year only 
297 defendants were brought into 
court. 

In the county court, which is 
also handled by Carter’s office, 
this year has brought 131 cases 
and last year the first six months 
showed 120. In 1935, the first six 


‘months of the year listed only 99 


cases in county court.
